The chrysalis is found enclosed in a very hard cocoon 
attached to the bark of the tree whose leaves have 
afforded nourishment to the larva.

Localities for this species are York, Sutton-on-Derwent, 
Kingsbury, Bristol, Lewes, Carlisle, Bowdon, Hudders¬ 
field, Exeter, Worcester, Stowmarket, Burton-on-Trent, 
Manchester, Cambridge, Halton, Birkenhead, Clapham, 
and Hammersmith near London. 

The situations where it is found are woods. 

The perfect insect appears in July and August. 

The caterpillar is yellowish green, with a pale yellow 
line along the back, and another of the same colour on 
either side of it; the side line pale yellowish; the head 
whitish green, the mouth black. 

The date of the appearance of the caterpillar is in 
April and May. 

It feeds on the aspen and the poplar. 
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TETHEA RETUSA. 

DOUBLE KIDNEY. 

Plate LX. Figure 2. 

Localities for this species are York, Brighton, Bowdon, 
Cambridge, Black Park, Tenterden, Arundel, Wavendon, 
and Worcester. 

The perfect insect appears in August and September. 

The caterpillar is green, with a whitish, line along the 
back, and another of the same colour on either side of it; 
the side line also whitish. 

The date of the appearance of the caterpillar is in May. 

It feeds on the sallow and the poplar. 


EUPERIA FULVAGO. 

ANGLE STRIPED SALLOW. 

Plate LX. Figure 3. 

Localities for this species are Carlisle, Sherwood Forest, 
and Lewisham. 

The situations where it is found are birch woods. 

The perfect insect appears in August. 

The caterpillar is pale green or greyish, with a white 
line along the back, and another of the same colour on 
either side of it; the side line whitish, edged above 
with black; the spots whitish. 

The date of the appearance of the caterpillar is in June. 

It feeds on the oak and the birch. 

The chrysalis is found on the surface of the earth 
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enclosed in an earthen cocoon, and covered with a violet- 
coloured dust. 


DICYCLA Oo. 

SCALLOP-WINGED OAK MOTH. 

Plate LX. Figure 4. 

Localities for this species are Black Park, Lyndhurst, 
Worcester, Tenterden, and Stowmarket. 

The perfect insect appears in June. 

The caterpillar is brownish black, with a very distinct 
white line along the back, another of the same colour on 
each side of it, and the side line also smaller. 

The date of the appearance of the caterpillar is in 
May and June. 

It feeds on the oak. 

The chrysalis is found on the surface of the ground, 
enclosed in a cocoon.

DTJN BAR.

Localities for this species are Langwith near York, and 
Sutton-on-Derwent, Brighton, Charmouth, etc., etc.

The perfect insect appears in July and August. 

The caterpillar is greenish, with a white line along the

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back, another on either side of it, and the side line, of 
the same colour; the spots black or dark green. 

The date of the appearance of the caterpillar is in 
May and June. 

It feeds on the oak, the birch, etc. 

The chrysalis is found between leaves, or in a cocoon 
on the surface of the earth. 


COSMIA PYRALINA. 

LUNAR-SPOTTED PINION.

Localities for this species are Birch Wood, Epping, 
Swinhope, Barham, Brighton, Shrewsbury, Black Park, 
Stowmarket, Monks’ Wood, Tenterden, Worcester. 

The situations where it is found are woods. 

The perfect insect appears in August. 

The caterpillar is pale green, with a paler line along 
the back, and another of the like colour on each side of 
it; the side line yellowish edged above with black; the 
spots yellowish green; the head dark green. 

The date of the appearance of the caterpillar is in 
April and May. 

It feeds on the plum and the pear. 

The chrysalis is found between leaves, or in a cocoon 
on the surface of the ground.

The chrysalis is subterranean.

The caterpillar is dark grey, with the line along the back 
whitish and broad, the line below it on each side pale 
grey; the side line pale grey; the head reddish, with two 
dark brown lines. 

The date of the appearance of the caterpillar is in 
August. 

It feeds on the bladder campion (Silene inflata). 


DI ANTHjECIA capsophila. 

Plate LX. Figure 11. 

Localities for this species are near Dublin. 

The situations where it is found are rocks on the sea 
coast. 

The perfect insect appears in June and July. 

The date of the appearance of the caterpillar is in 
July and August. 

It feeds on the seed vessels of the sea campion, (Silene 
maritima). 

The chrysalis is found at the root of the plant, enclosed 
in a cocoon of earth. 
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This moth is attracted by light.
